DEMONSTRATION AT BERNE. 
There was a remarkable demonstration 
at Berne, Switzerland, when Mr. Williams,

‘tion ‘’o hold.its next annual meeting in 
September, 1908, in St. Louis. This congress 
' is composed of the editors and representa- 
tives of the greatest and most influential 
newspapers of Continental Europe, includ- 
ing over 300 delegates. 
_ "There were several invitations in the field 
_ for the congress, notably one from Berlin, 
“backed by the Emperor of Germany. One 
by one the other invitations were witk- 
drawn, and finally Berlin's invitation was 
* withdrawn in a graceful speech in favor of 
St. Louis by Dr. A. Osterrieth of that city. 
The German delegation, thereupon, without 
an exception, supported St. Louis. “We 
' will have to straighten the matter out 
with the Emperor when we get home,” 
ae the chairman of the German delega- 
tion, “but it will be all right when he 
learns that*we surrendered to St. Louis. 
_ You know that Emperor William is said to 
git up nights to show how friendly he is to 
- America.’’

John Skinner Jumped Off

HE STRUCK ON HIS HEAD 
SUFFERED CONCUSSION OF BEAIN

Victim of the Accident Is a Cattleman 
From Vinta, I. T.—Wind Blew 
His Large Hat From 
His Head. 


John Skinner of ‘Vinita, Indian Territory, 
a cattleman, jumped from a Laclede avenue 
car at Boyle and Laclede avenues to rescue 
his Panama hat and received injuries which 
will probably cause Ais death. 

He leaped from the car which was sroving 
rapidly and struck his head on the street, 
Physicians at* the Baptist Sanitarium, 
where he was sent for treatment, say that 
he suffered a fracture of the skull and con- 
cussion of the brain. Mr. Skinner was de- 
lirlous Tuesday. 

Skinner, at the time of the accident, was 
en route downtown from Forest Park High- 
lands. As the Laclede car, in which he was 
seated reached Boyle avenue, Skinner's 
Panama hat blew off and fell outside the 
car. Skinner ran to the rear platform and 
jumped. He lost his balance and struck 
the ground head first. 

He was unconscious when picked up and 
has never regained consciousness. 

The injure? man was sent to the Missouri 
Baptist Sanitarium at Taylor and Subur- 
ban railroad tracks, and Dr. Henry Jacob- 
son attended him..

In 10 minutes Tuesday. mocning, at the 
hcight of the high wind that blew out of 
the West, two 200-foot towers and 130 feet 
of wall, topped with a collonade, on the 
east side of the Varied Industries building 
of the World's Fair came tumbling to the 


ground, a tangled wreck. 

The loss is estimated at $25,000, and it will 
consume two and one-half months to recon- 
siruet it. 

"hie is the seconc disas*er that has be- 
fallen the blulding. June 28, during a high 
wind, 500 feet of the north wall of the build- 
ing was flattened out. The loss at that 
time was mot m than a 

The contractors of -the 
Rountree Constructi®m Co., 
loss will fall. 

The part of the wall that went down 
Tuesday morning was at the northeast cor- 
ner of The building. 

Two twin towers, which were 40 feot 
square, and the arch and gable between 
them, 130 feet long and @ feet high, lies 
{ na confused mass of broken timbers and 
crushed staff work. 

The wreck of «he cornice between the 
towers is twisted into the shape of a lfet- 
ter 8. 

According to M. E. Roundtree, a member 
of the construction company, the towers 
collapsed and were not blowg down. 

The northeast tower buckled in the mid- 
die and the top half-came down, carrying 
with it the wall between it and the tower, 
anc the heavy girders of the wall pulled 
the southeast tower down on top of the 
mass. 

The wreckage lies within a circumference | 
of 300 feet long and 3 feet to the east. 

This would tend to show that it was not 
altogether the wind that caused the col- 
lapse, otherwise, Mr. Rountree says, the 
light timbers would have been scattered 
over a much greater ares; 

The wreck occurred at 4:17, at which time 
the men on the grounds estimate the wind 
reached a velocity of 6 miles an hour, 
which lasted no longer than 10 minutes. 
Dr. Hyatt says the velocity was cnly 32 
miles.

‘The only weak spot was in the north- 
east tower which had not btn braced 
heavily enough. It did not, however, fal] 
with the wind: it broke in the middle awd 
pulled down sections B, C and D. 


ENORMOUS WEIGHT. 
superstructure of the towers was 
enormously heavy, but if that had been 
finished they would have stood. For in- 
the .estimated weight of the two 
was 760,000 pounds in timber and 
There was 200,000 
feet of lumber in each tower. Some of the 
trusses weighed ten tons and some of the 
posts six tons each. 

"To show that it was not the wind that 
blew the towers down look at that traveler 
that remains up there with some of the 
timbers still on it. 

“It was an excess of weight that caused 
the trouble which, When the added weight 
of the wind struck, broke it in the middle 
and caused it all to collapse. 

“If it had been altogether the wind other 
portions of the-wall would have been equai- 
ly affected."’

“Is the engineering department awere 
that the towers were carry!ng too much 
weight for the underwork?’’ he was esked. 

“What I have done is a matter of record 
at the office of the director of works: I 
can say nothing further about it than that, 
except that this building is. being’ con- 
structed according to specifications. Now 
the other towers will probably be rein- 
forced as this one would eventually have 
been.”’ 

TEN WEEKS LOST. 

Mr. Rountree said that'it had taken two 
months to construct the towers and ‘arch, 
but that two and’ one-half: months would 
be necessary to pick up the wreckage and 


wrebuild it. 


Not more than 2% per cent of the timbers 
can be saved, and the total loss will be be- 
tween $15,000 and $25,000, on which there is 
no insurance. 

The logs will fall on ihe Rountree Con- 
struction Co., who took tke contract at 
$604,000, which was $100,000 below the- next 
highest bid. ,

When Director of Works Taylor reached 
the Txposition grounds Tuesday morning 
he examined the wreck of the towers and 
estimated the Idss at from $10.00 to $12,000. 

He said that it could probably be re- 
paired in less time than’ it took to con- 
struct it in the first place, because an ex- 
tra staff of workmen could be placed on it 
so As not to retard the building of the roof, 

In commenting on the disaster Mr. Taylor 

said to the Post-Dispaich: 

“The collapse of the towers and wall was 
due to the wind driving in between ; the 


north and south walls in the pocket at the’ 


northeast corner of the buNding. 

“There it found the weakest because the 
least finished part of the building ‘arid the 
wind force was so great that it pushed 
the lower part out- and:> the towers’ col- 
lapsed. Had they not. been so, strongly 
' blown 
away. 

“Had the roof been’ on that would have 
been impossible. 
roofed I would agree to sleep on the lee 
side of it in a heavier wind than blew 
last night. A roof would have carried the 
vind away. 

“The building is perfectly safe and well 
built. It would be impossible to design it 
in a more ecientific manner. 


BRACING IS GOOD. 

“Its bracing is absolutely good from an 
engincoring point of view. Ths portion 
that went down was unfinished, and being 
the weakest, sucoumbed. Like a dam, the 
weakest part went first, the wind apent its 
force through the gap, and the other walls 
were unharmed.” 

“Tt has been sugested, Mr. Taylor, that 
there was too much weight in the towers 
for thelr base,"' 

“That is not the case. It was necessary 
to put weight into the building. The 
timbers were of the proper weight and 
strength to sustain the towers and _ the 
necessary iron work. 

“If it were of lighter construction it 
would never hold the roof. During the 
construction of such Work it cannot be so 
heavily strengthened as to withstand any 
possible force; if 1t were it would appear 
ridiculous when fitished.

BRIDGE LINES ARE AT WAR 


It Is Expected That the Automobile 
Company Will Make a Flat Fare 
of Five Cents. 


The Interstate Transit Co., which op-

The two companies are competitors for 
bridge travel. If the tracks are connected, 
a blow will be inflicted on the /automobile 


| people, as the ordinance provides for a 


five-cent fare across the Hads Bridge on 
the electric cars, which, however, can only 
be secured by passengers purchasing a 
coupon on an electric car. 

It is believed that the application for an 
injunction is the first step in a legal war 
and a rate war between the two companies.

His departure from Russia was the sig- 


nal for universal grief. among his people.

A PARAMOUNT CONSIDERATION. 


In his convincing letter on the necessity of using power brakes 
on the: street cars, which was published in Monday’s Post-Dis- 
watch, Sewer Commissioner Hermann refers to the successful 
use of power brakes on street cars in other cities. He cites Bast 
St. Louis and Belleville, Minneapolis and St. Paul, Toledo, Cleve- 
land, Buffalo and Hartford. The experience of these cities demon- 
strates beyond a doubt the feasibility and value of street car 
power brakes. 

‘The argument in favor of street car power brakes is unanswer- 
able. Mr. Hermann states it with force. He’ might have added 
that, owing to the conditions under which street cars are op- 


‘erated, they are more necessary on trolley cars than on steam 
Yrailway trains. 


They are far more frequently needed. 

In Minneapolis and St. Paul not only are power brakes used 

to great advantage, but each street car is equipped, with auto- 

tia gates which prevent anyone from getting on or off the 
car e in motion. These gates are important life savers and 
if used in St. Louis would save many lives and limbs. 

There is not a shadow of justification for any opposition on 
the part of the sireet railway companies of St. Louis in the usé 
eof power brakes, fenders and other safety appliances, the value 
of which has been thoroughly demonstrated. The safety of human 


_Affe and limb on the streets is paramount to every other consider-

MISSOURI'S DEBT TO NEW ENG-

I desire to a&knowledge, in behalf cf St. 
Louls, its great obligation to Massachu- 
setts for New England school teachers. 

Tho first public schvol houses were built 
in St. Louis in 1837. Good teachers were 
hard to find. Finally in 1848 the school. 
board sent Ed@wari Wyman, an experienced 
and successful teacher, to Massachusetts 
for a supply of competent teachers. The 
local newspaper of Aug. 19, 1848, said that 
Mr. Wyman had returned with a cergo of 
teachers, four young men and 12 young 
women. They came, said the paper, on 
the steamboat ‘‘Atlantis,’’ by way of the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers. There was 
then no railroad to St. Louis; it was mainly 
reached by boats. Where Mr. Wyman 
found his recruits in thts land of ‘‘fatr 
women and brave men” I de not Know, but 
I do know that they laid the foundation 
the excellent system of public schools ¢. 
rejoice in today. 

I would mention, also, the transcendent 
services of the young pioneer, Wiliam 
Greenleaf Eliot, who, born in’ New Bed- 
ford, devoted his life to the establishment 
of pure religion, human freedom, und sound 
education in St. Louis. He was the in- 
spirer, the organizer and the leader of 
Washington University for 31 years. He 
laid the foundaticns and made possible the 
splendid development of the last five or 
six years.

The central and northern portions of 
Texas have again received very heayy 
rains and the iake region and the north. 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic states 
have also suffered to somé extent from ex- 
cessive moisture. 

The protracted drouth in the central and 
soutbern Rocky mountain districts contin- 
ues with increased severity and portions 
of Kansas, Nebraska and the north Pacific 
coast regions are in need of rain. Generally 
the samngernsure conditions have been highly 
favorable. 

As a whole, corn has made excellent rog-" 
ress in the principal corn producing states, 
and an unusually fine crop is promised. In 
a small part of the lower Ohio valley and 
in southeastern Missouri, central and west- 
ern Kansas, Tennessee and Virginia a part 
of the crop is, however, suffering from 
drouth. 

Some winter wheat remains to be har- 
vested in extreme northern patriets, where 
paw | has been much delayed by rains 
and considerable damage has been debs to 
wheat in stack and shock. Harvesting is 


coast under favorable conditions. 

< thew g wheat harvest has been somewhat 
delay by showers in Minnesota, where 
harvesting is in progress as far north as 
the middle portion of the state. In North 
Dakota high winds and hail have lodged 
and damaged spring wheat slightly and 
rust is appearing on the late sown. The 
crop is ripening very rapidly tn the - 
kotas, somewhat too rapidly in South - 
kota, and harvest has un in extreme 
southetn North Dakota. In Oregon and 
Washington spring wheat has made favor- 
able advancement. 

Oat harvest in the northern districts has 
progressed under more favorable condi- 
tions than in the previous week and is 
nearing completion, except in the more 
easterly sections. 

The central and costars portions of the 
cotton belt have experienc more favora- 
ble weather and a ver — improve- 
ment in the condition of the cotton is indl- 
cated, the rainfall of the week having 
“gey relieved the drouth. 

The Carolinas, portions of Georgia, 
Louisiana and Missouri, however, continue 
to suffer from drouth and shedding, and 
rust is reported in the central and eastern 
districts, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Arkansas. The rainfall l@s been gen- 
erally ample and excessive in the last- 
named state, where cotton has been beat- 
en to some extent. 

Central and northeast Texas in common 
with Arkansas and the northern portions 
of Louisiana and Mississippi and western 
Tennessee received during the fore part of 
the week from two to ten inches of rain. 
In Texas cotton is making heavy bush, 
and, as a rule, continues to fruit satisfac- 
pe ape but there is considerable complaint 
of shedding, boll worms and weevil, espe- 
clally in the lower portions of the Brazos 
and Colorado valleys. The latter part of 
the week was more favorable and picking, 
which is in progress as far north as tne 
Red River Valley, with a continuation of 
the weather of the latter part of the week.
